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Britain Wants Rich 
to Bear Debt Burden 
By Taxing Wealth 


A manifesto of the Labor Party is- 
sued this evening advocated removal 
of the burden of the national debt 
through the creation of a “war debt 
redemption fund by a special gradu- 
ated levy on fortunes exceeding 5,000 
pounds.” 

It further declares for the revision 
of the peace treaty and German rep- 
arations for an international confer- 
ence to arrange the freedom of the 
straits, for independence of Egypt and 
self-government in India, 

The manifesto issued by the nation- 
al executive committee of the Labor 
Party declares against revolution and 
says “labor program is the best bul- 
wark against a violent upheaval and 
class war.” 

“A democratic government can be 
effective in this country without 
bloodshed and violence.” the mani- 
festo says. “The policy of the Labor 
Party is to bring about a more equit- 
able distribution of the nation’s 
wealth by constitutional means. This 
is neither bolshevism nor communism, 
but common sense.”
